No “legal tangle” has arisen as a 
result of his second amendment to 
the call for a special legislative ses- 
sion, in the opinion of Governor Clif- 
ford Walker.

The sine dié adjournment motion 
passed by the senate Tuesday was 
voted by supporters of the governor's 
program under the impression that 
such action was necessary in order 
to correctly continue in session under 
the amended call. The joint resolu- 
tion was defeated in the house, but 
the governor claims that the session 
this morning will continue its work, 
the only difference being the broader 
scope of its deliberations as allowed 
under the new call. 

Can Halt Session. 

One change caused by passage of the 
sine die adjournment resolutoin by 
the senate and its defeat by the house 


is that the governor now has the pow- 
‘er to dissolve the special session at 
any time he sees fit, an authority 
which he did not have before. Un- 
ler the law, the governor is empow- 
ered to at any time summarily to 
dissolve a special session after the 
two houses have failed to agree on a 
sine die adjournment resolution. 

The governor made some changes 
and additions to the amended call 
fore sending it to the assembly Tues- 
day morning. Following his amended 
call of Monday, opponents of the pro- 
gram for road and school bonds con- 
cluded that the items of roads and 
‘school bonds were excluded after the 
‘amended call was issued. Thev based 
this opinion on the fact that the first 
‘amended call did not specifically men- 
ition bonds.

John C. Coolidge continued to grow 
weaker tonight, Dr. Albert M. Cram. 
his physician, announced in a bulletin 
issued at S o'clock. The physician said 
his patient had been unable to take 
nourishment. 

After a telephone conference with 
the nurse on duty at the Coolidge 
home, Dr. Cram from his office in 
Jridgewater gave out this bulletin: 

“Colonel Coolidge is very weak to- 
night, even weaker than he was when 
examined earlier in the day. He has 
been unable to take nourishment. 


“Respiration and pulse are prac- | 


tically unchanged, but the weakness 
apparently is more pronounced.” 
It became known tonight that Col- 


onel Coolidge has been sending for 
his old neighbors one by one to visit 
him. . Today three of them answered 
his summons, calling at the Coolidge 
farm house and being admitted for 
brief visits in the sick room. Those 
who called today were Dick Brown, 
Oric Ward and Walter H. Lyndes. 

One of these said later that he had 
noticed a great change in the colonel's 
appearance since he saw him last, 
three weeks ago. The sick man, he 
said, had grown thin and haggard, 
and appeared to be very weak.

Denies Murde 


Chieti, Italy, March 16. 
Testifying in the court of assizes to- 
day as to the alleged murder of the 
socialists deputy, Giacomo Matteotti 


in 1924, Amerigo Dumini, one of 
group of five fascisti charged with the 
crime, declared that Matteotti was 
kidnaped June 10, 1924, on unpre- 
meditated impulse and died a short 
time later from a pulmonary hemor- 
rhage brought on by the excitement. 

Matteotti’s body was found two 
months after his death in a shallow 
grave, and a medical examination at 
the time seemed to indicate that he 
had died from injuries. 

The other four accused men ad- 
mitted their presence in Rome on the 
day of Matteotti’s disappearance, but 
denied without qualification that they 
had any part in it. 

In the presence of a great crowd 
of fascist dignitaries and Italian and 
foreign newspaper men, Dumini with 
a calmness bordering on open cyni- 
cism, maintained that he was not 
guilty of murder and that, instead, 
Matteotti, if\he had not died, would 
be present defending himself against 
the charge of complicity in the mur- 
der of Fascist Nicola Bonservizi, in 
France in 1923. 

While watching Matteotti’s house, 
Dumini testified, the sight of the so- 
cialist deputy gave him an irresistible 
desire to learn the circumstances of 
Bonservizi’s death. Thereupon, alone 
and without premeditation, he kid- 
naped him. 

e made complete denial of all the 
findings of the legal investigation as 
to the facts in the case, which he 
declared “‘are not serious or accurate,” 
and brushed aside without complete 
answers the court's question embody- 
ing the fact that Matteotti did not 
suffer from phthisis (tuberculosis), 
which it had been asserted by the wit- 
ness was the cause of the hemor- 
rhage.

Washington, March 16.—(Special.) 
The greater part of the $25, avail- 
able to the war department through 
the appropriation secured by Senator 
Harris, member of the senate appro- 
priations committee, to experiment 
with calcium arsenate and other poi- 


‘sons in the effort to obtain a better 


and more effective poison to kill the 
boll weevil, will be expended in Geor- 
gia, the chemical warfare service has 
informed Senator Harris. 

This is the fourth year the senior 
senator from Georgia has secured the 
$25,000 appropriation, making a total 
this year of $100,000 for boll weevil 
experimentation by the department, 
and it was only oyer the disapproval 
of the budget that the fund was again 
obtained. 

The result of the investigations has 
been to make calcium arsenate ef- 
fectively cover about twice the terri- 
tory that it did formerly, thereby mak- 
ing the production of cotton more 
profitable by cutting the boll weevyil's 
bill in half. These activities are 
entirely apart from plane dusting, 
which is the work of the department 
of agriculture. 

Headquarters for the poison experi- 
mentation will again be maintained at 
Experiment, Ga., and it is planned to 
run field tests in the immedate vi- 
cinity of the station. In addition, 
tests will be run in south Georgia, 
and at least some of this work will 
take place near Albany.

Issuance of state bonds for educa- 


tional purposes an@ for construction 
of a permanent system of hard-surfac- 
ing higiways in Georgia is urged by 
directors and officers of the Atlanta 
Real Estate board in letters to mem- 
bers of the legislature.

Value of Highways. 
“We must recognize,’” states the let- 


ter further, “the method of travel and 
transportation in rural and congested 
districts has been revolutionized in 
the past decade. The motorized ve- 
hicle has takgh the place of the horse- 
drawn vehicle and makes it impera- 
tive, from an economic standpoint, for 
the country to provide hard-surface 
roads for the public use. 

“The United States government rec- 
ognized this when it agreed to allo- 
cate to the various states sums of 
money to match sums furnished by the 
state for construction of hard-surface 
highways. 

“The government recognized further 
that this is an investment which will 
bear cash returns. The farmers of 
the country are demanding hard-sur- 
faced roads so that their products can 
be shipped to the markets for con- 
sumption. 

Distribute Burdens. 


“Should the entire burden of the 
construction of these highways, which 
will last for perhaps 50 years, fall 
upon taxpayers of today it will be- 
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as they will receive benefits in return. 

“The issuing of bonds is purely a 
matter of financing.”

The following is a copy of a letter 
from the federal district engineer, R. 
E. Toms, of Montgomery, associated 
with the United States bureau of pub- 
lic roads, which sounds another warn- 
ing against the use of federal aid in 
a disconnected, county unit system.

Georgia General. 
Dear Sir: 


I have your letter of February 22, in 
which you outline the efforts being put 
forth by several counties in your im- 
mediate section of the state to provide 
means for paving the primary road on 
the general route between Angusta and 
Savannah. 

I note in this connection that the ac- 
tion of Jenkins and Bulloch counties in 
proceeding with this undertaking will 
hinge to a certain extent npon the ac- 
tion of Burke county in continuing this 
improvement through their county on the 
designated primary road. 

The situation which vou have = out- 
lined is not an uncommon one by any 
means and should serve in a measure 
to demonstrate the futility of attempt- 
ing to complete a connected system of 
paved roads entirely by county coopera- 
tion, On account of the diversity of 
interests in the various connties, it is a 
very difficult and almost impossible 
matter to convince them that the ex- 


It is grossly unfair, in order to 


penditure of their funds should be made 
in any other way than in their opinion 
will serve the best interests of the 
county. I kuow of no practical way in 
overcoming this difficulty. In fact, the 
history of highway improvement indi- 
cates that no state yet has n able 
to build a connected system of paved 
highways without adopting the state as 
a unit for administration and providing 
a liberal amount of state controlled 
funds for construction, 

am sorry that I cannot give you 
any encouragement or offer you any s0- 
Intion for remedying the condition out- 
lined in your letter. Even under the 
provisions of the federal aid act, the 
amount of federal aid funds which may 
be expended in the improvement of the 
primary roads of the state is limited 
to not more than 60 per cent of the total 
allotment to the state unless the state 
highway officials may approve the ex- 
penditure of a greater percentage of 
their allotment upon the primary roads, 
There is no doubt but that at the pres- 
ent time the state highway department 
of Georgia is expending much more 
than 60 per cent of their allotment 
upon the improvement of the primary 
reads in the state. I do not believe, 
therefore, that the provisions of the 
federal aid law will operate at this time 
to afford you auy assistance in your 
efforts to provide for the continnous im- 
provement of the primary route  be- 
tween Augusta and Savannah. 

The remedy for the situation which 
you have outtined lies with your state 
legislature. Untit they are able to 
recognize the direct obligation of the 
atate toward the contribution and con- 
struction of the main traveled roads of 
the state, the progress made toward the 
completion of connected paved roads in 
the state, the progress made toward the 
slow.

Every one require a little iodin, 
just how little it is not yet possible 


to specify, but roughly a minimum

There is approximately a 
grain of iodin in 10 drops of tincture 
of iodin, so even though you are badly 


in need of iodin ‘and therefore some- 
what stupid in calculating, you can 
l'see that the habit or practice of tak- 
ing a drop or two of tincture of iodin 
once a week gives just about the right 
ration, provided there is no iodin in 
the food, water or salt you use. Of 
course, if you are getting some iodin 
in your food, water or salt, you should 
go easy with the iodin bottle, unless 
your doctor advises you to take a 
nip every so often anyhow. Some 
sick people need iodin as medicine. 
We consider here only the use of 
iodin as a food.

For him 
they make a special kind of lurid, 
sensational, often criminal sex drama 
film and the cheapest and most putrid 
kind of burlesque show is deemed best 
suited to his appetite. 


There is no conscious direction at 
Americanization. The whole process 
is characterized by a detached atti- 
tude of laissez-faire, letting them drift

they can. And that’s exactly why it 


is a miracle of the first grade that’ 


the east side is not a cesspool of 
crime, vice, and degradation. The 
east European peasant and the south 
Italian slum dweller finds his bear- 


shoulder shrugging.

Declaring that every citizen of 
Georgia should beg and plead, and if 
necessary, demand that the state leg- 
islature give the people of the state 
the right to decide whether Georgia’s 
eredit should be used to provide edu- 
cational facilities contemplated in the 
proposed state school bond issue, Wil- 
lis_A. Sutton, superintendent of At- 
lanta schools, Tuesday issued a state- 
meat in which he declared educational 
inequality is common in the state. 

“Will not the citizens of Georgia 
in every town. and hamlet and in 
every rural community and city stand 
solidly back of the bond issue for 
schools of Georgia and give every 


child a chanee to develop his native/[ 


ability and God-given power—will the 
people of the state demand of their 
legislature that the children be given 
a chance?’’ he appealed. 

Mr. Sutton declares that children 
in the poorer communities are suffer- 
ing from lack of proper educational 
advantages. while inhabitants of rich- 
er communities send their children to 
modern schools. 

“The business of schools and uni- 
versities is to develop the watural re- 
sources of the state by equipping 
young men and young women to do 
this,’’ Mr. Sutton declared. “To say 
that Georgia is backward is to put 
it mildly. Is it fair for one commu- 
nity to be provided with great schools 
and other sections of the state to be 
in educational poverty?’

Lhese identured children usually are 
freed at the age of 18 or 21 years 
with a small amount of money—S$5U 
or less, and an outfit of clothes. 
Agents of the children’s bureau have 
found children in one Pennsylvania 
county who are under indenture con- 
tracts tlh:t keep them virtual peons 
until 1938S or 1940. 

Plan | Laws. 

Since the federal child labor amend- 
ment is unlikely to be ratified, activi- 
‘ties are now being turned toward wip- 
ing out some of these medieval atroci- 
ties. In most states new legislatures 
are being elected and efforts will be 
made to obtain repeal of these laws 
in various states next winter. 

States which legalize child iden- 

'ture—some laws are worse than oth- 
/ers—are: Arkansas, Illinois, Kansas, 
Marylatd, Pennsylvania, Rbode Is- 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, In- 
diana, Michigan, Nevada and Wis- 
consin,. the old free-soil states being 
fairly well in the majority.
